' And in the ſame manner Demoſthenes 7» one of 
his Philippicks, chiaes the Greeks; con:paring then 
$0 men, who ſeeing great Hail-itoues fall upon their 
heads, prayed thavthey michr be preſerved in fafe- | 
ty; but would not run away to once thcmtclyes 
from harm. 
And therefore Clemens Alexandrinus juſtly come. 
mends the wiſdom of choſe, who made 
the Laws of the fairs Olympick Lib. 5. Strom, 
Combats s By: which he that entred | 
the Liſts, having for a long tine before exerciſes his 
body to feats of aftivity, was erjuiricd, betore he began 
to contend for the Prize, to Siand righ: over againſt 
the Shrine of Jupiter, and to ſay this Prayer, O 
GOD; if I amin all regards duly fitted and pre- 
pared, as I ought, for this Combarte vonchiak in 
thy righteous Judgment, to grant the victory to me. 
Even ſo, ſaith he, may a man chearfully approach to 
God, who, ftaithtully and wita a good conſcience, 
doth all that he can both to Jearn his will, and to 
exerciſe himſelf in good works, that are pleaſing to 
him ; for he ſhall have aJl that can be wiſhr for 
the perfeQing of his Salvation. Juſt as a Phyſician 
( a5 he goe 0x) reſtores heajth to thoſe, who co- 
operate with his medicines : ſo will God give his 
eternal falyation to -them who work together with 
him, both unto knowledge, and unto well d6ing.
